Denationalization 


May Take Months

LONDON, Nov. 6 — Britain’s 
Conservative government an- 
nounced Tuesday that it would 
fulfill its campaign pledge to “de- 
nationalize” the steel industry but 
indicated that it might take many 
months to restore the business to 
private ownership. 

Prime Minister Churchill told 
the House of Commons that the 
bill to annul the nationalization 
act would not be presented before 
Christmas. After Ghristmas, Par- 
liament will not meet again until 
Febfuary. Then it may be occu- 


y. pied with the repeal bill for 


months. 

Between now and February the 
government will undertake a care- 
ful study of the complex problems 
of “denationalization.” The min- 
isters will consult financial ex- 
perts, the government-owned Iron 
and Steel Corp. and the Iron and 
Steel Federation, - whose members 
include the former private owners 
of the nationalizea industry. 

In the opinion of the City of 
London, Britain’s financial center, 
the Conservatives will find there 
is no quick and eas: way to un- 
scramble the eggs that were bro-| 
ken when the Labor government | 
put 80 companies under the con-| 
trol of one public corporation last | 
February 15. | 

“Denationalization will be ‘very| 
complicated,’” the Economist de- 
clared recently, and is ‘“‘not to be 
undertaken lightly,” the Investors’ 
Chronicle added. 

Some financiers fear that the! 
Labor government’s act cannot be| 
completely undone. Some com- 
mentators predict that the govern- 
ment will be left with part of the 
industry on its books. Others have 
suggested that the industry should 
be thoroughly reorganized before 
being handed back to free enter- 
prise. 

Although the industry has been 
{in government hands for less than 
nine months and even the names 
of the, former private companies 
have not been changed, ‘“dena- 
tionalization” is not simply a mat- 
ter of handing back the companies 
to their former owners in ex- 
change for the compensation they 
received from the treasury. 

“If you simply annul the. act,” 
the former Labor. Prime Minister 
Clement Attlee remarked Tuesday 
in the House, “You will merely 
cause a large number of people) 
who hold pieces of paper to hold| 
useless pieces of paper. You have| 
to put something in its place.” |

tion, amounting to 48,800,000 
pounds, apparently with the idea)

More Blood and Sweat for Britain 


It is going to be more “blood, sweat and 
tears” for the British people. 


And Winston Churchill once again be- 
comes the man who must call on them for 
Sacrifices, hard -work, and forbearance to 
meet crises on al} fronts—not the least of 
which is the economic debacle. 


Britain’s present fiscal crisis was not the 
work of Churchill.. The flight of gold and 
dollar reserves from the country began ear- 
lier this year and has been accelerating since. 
Loss of Iranian oil has added to the emer- 
gency and now Churchill is facing an eco- 
nomic disaster which only the most severe 
measures, including further American aid, 
can remedy. 


Churchill has taken the case to the people, 
sparing no words to bring home the fact that 
former policies have resulted in a continued 
loss of British trade, without which the Is- 
lands cannot survive. A continued deficit in 
commerce is leading to the disastrous eco- 
nomic consequences of inflation and loss of 
cash reserves which Britain must use to pur- 
chase essential items from outside. 


What action the new Conservative gov- 
ernment will take to meet the crisis is a mat- 
ter of conjecture. But the stark realities of 
the situation must be faced and Churchill 
will demand that his people face them. The 
obvious answer is greater exports, but with a 
heavy rearmament program and increasing 
competition from France, Germany, and other 
nations in foreign trade, the job appears 
increasingly tough. 

Accustomed to war austerity, during the 
past several years the British have enjoyed 
an improved standard of living at the ex- 
pense of their trade balances and American 
aid. The Labor government pushed rearma-

Morse Prediction 


Has Significance 


Senator Morse, Oregon Republican, has 
predicted that General Eisenhower will de- 
clare his political ambitions at an ‘“‘appro- 
priate time” and “sweep the convention” 
with the GOP nomination. 


The general himself, just before return- 
ing to his NATO command Tuesday, gave 
tacit encouragement to those backing his 
candidacy. Declaring that he would make 
known his own political intentions “‘when it 
becomes my duty to do so,” he left the door 
open for major moves on the part of his sup- 
porters. We may be sure they will now 
leave no stone unturned to further his in- 
terests. 

As one of the leaders of the liberal wing 
of the GOP, along with Governor Dewey, 
Senators Saltonstall and Duff, Senator 
Morse’s prediction at Birmingham has con- 
siderable significance. It is also significant 
that his statement was made on the eve of 
Senator Taft’s appearance in Birmingham in 
his quest to drum up Southern support in 
his bid for the nomination. 


Senator Taft is feverishly trying to line 
up Southern Republican delegations for the 
convention. Realizing that Eisenhower is 
tremendously popular among Southern GOP 
members, as well as the public, Taft’s hope 
is to split delegations of Southern states 
to swell his total for the convention. 


Perpetual candidate Taft, shrewd though 
he is, wil! not be able to stem the popular 
appeal of Eisenhower, should the general de- 
cide to throw his hat into the ring. No 
doubt the deciding factor will be the mis- 
trust of the American people of Taft’s 
record in foreign affairs and his contradic- 
tions, both in domestic and foreign policies.

The big question which faces Britain and 
us is: Will Churchill again be able to rally 
his people to meet their domestic problems 
while upholding British prestige in the trou- 
ble spots of the world and assisting the free 
world in meeting the challenge of commu- 
nism? An obvious answer is “not without 
further help from the United States.” In 
accord with our own interests, that help will 
probably be forthcoming. 

In the meantime, however, Churchill has 
pledged his government to a supreme effort 
in meeting the problems. He has promised 
to fight, if necessary, to hold the Suez Canal 
Zone until an international agreement can be 
reached for its protection. 

He has pledged to work “to repair the 
injuries our rights and interests have suf- 
fered in Iran.” He has pledged to continue 
the rearmament effort with a view to resto- 
ration of the peace and to call a meeting of 
all members of the Commonwealth to attack 
the economic problems. He offers a solid 
front with the United States and the West 
to meet the Communist threat. 

Churchill’s program has a great bearing 
on all of the problems facing the West. “The 
old gentleman atop chaos” is faced with as 
great problems as ever faced a Western 
statesman and his success in meeting them 
is of grave concern to all the free world.

McCarthy Gets Chance 
To Earn $5,000 


Former Sen. Millard Tydings of Mary- 
land, defeated for re-election when Senator 
McCarthy’s tactics’ were adopted with all 
their evils to accomplish that purpose, has 
offered $5,000 reward in return for a grand 
jury indictment of the 57 card-carrying Com- 
munists McCarthy once said were in the State 
Department. 

He made the offer to Senator 
(Rep., Ind.) and to McCarthy himself. 

Tydings gave the two senators’ until Feb. 
9, 1952, to earn the reward. That is the sec- 
ond anniversary of McCarthy’s Wheeling, W. 
Va., speech in which he said there were 205 
Communists employed by the State Depart- 
ment. To date, Joe McCarthy has not yro- 
duced one Communist of the 205 or of the 57. 

Georgia is not free of the McCarthy tech- 
nique.

Proves a Dud 


WASHINGTON—When Sen. 


Harry F. Byrd 


of Virginia went to Selma, Ala., recently he de- 

livered a powerful blast at President Truman and 

all his works, but tactfully avoided any back-room conferences 

with fellow Southern dissenters who had gathered, mostly from 
Alabama, to talk about what the South should do in 1952. 


Thus fizzled out what had 
been advertised some time ago 
as the opening of a new South- 
ern secession movement—peace- 
ful, of course, and without bene- 
fit of guns from Fort Sumter. 
The reason was explained very 
frankly by the Senator, himself, 
who said it “would be unrealis- 
tic at this time for any of us 
to chart precisely the 1952 
course.” It was put in a more 
folksy, if not highly original, 
way by Gov. Talmadge of neigh- 
boring Georgia, who was on 
hand for the Byrd “speaking.” 
Agreeing that it’s too early yet, 
he added, “I want to see the 
whites of their eves before I 
fire.”’ 

What is holding up the South- 
ern plotters is chiefly what is 
going on behind the whites of 
the eyes of two other fellows— 
decisions yet to be announced by 
Harry Truman, himself, and by 
General Eisenhower, who got 
together in Washington early 
this week for conferences about 
the general’s European job and 
its problems. This meeting of 
the two attracted public atten- 
tion for possible clues as to the 
1952 intentions of each, and in- 
tensified drum-beating on Gen- 
eral Ike’s behalf by Republicans 
who are trying to get him to 
head their ticket. 


If Harry Truman with- 
draws and does not seek re- 
nomination, that would re- 
move the real target of South- 
ern revolt, a symbol of bitter- 
ness which obviously is both 
deep and widespread, and un- 
doubtedly would deflate the 
rebellion in that _normally 
Democratic stronghold. 


It would certainly cause a re- 
appraisal of plans and strategy, 
with a final decision depending 
upon the yesylts of the 1952 
Chicago cornvention—who-- is 
nominated and on what sort of 


a platform, the latter devolving 
principally on the emphasis 
placed on civil rights. Mr. Tru- 
man’s renunciation and retire- 
ment from the lists probably 
would give the South more in- 
fluence in the convention and 
might bring some pacifying ges- 
These might include a 
Southern candidate for wice 
president or, say, if the presi- 
dential nominee were Chief Jus- 
tice Fred M. Vinson, at least a 
stake in the head of the ticket, 
since the chief justice is from 
the border state of Kentucky 
and a moderate in political and 
economic philosophy. 

It is conceivable, of course, 
that the convention, even with- 
out the offending Harry Tru- 
man as its nominee, might not 
satisfy some Southerners who 
still might seek some sort of a 
solution of their own in protest. 

General Eisenhower’ enters 
Southern calculations as an ace 
in the hole, so to speak. Some 
Southern leaders, as well as Re- 
publican _ strategists, believe 
Southern voters would turn to 
him in such strength as to car- 
ry a number of Southern states 
and thus encompass the defeat 
of Harry Truman, if he ran, 
which of course is the chief aim 
of the Southern cabal. 

The general is regarded by 
Southern anti-Trumanites as a 
handy instrument for their pur- 
poses and today they are just 
as avidly interested in his de- 
cision as to his candidacy as 
are his Republican devotees. 
This is true, particularly, of 
Governor Byrnes, of South 
Carolina, who is assuming lead- 
ership in the Southern anti- 
Truman movement with. zeal 
whetted by his personal bitter- 
ness toward the man in the 
White’ House with whom he 
once was closely affiliated and 
in whose cabinet he served as

Long before I had seen my first 
circus as a small boy, my father told me the story of a circus he 
had seen when he was a little boy. 


The big white horses were 
galloping around the ring with 
their heads bobbing and their 
back ends bouncing up in the 
air and the pretty ladies in 
tights were jumping on their 
backs and riding them standing 
up when all of a sudden a man 
staggered into the ring and 
tried to jump up on one of the 
horses. 

He looked and acted drunk 
and the circus people tried to 
chase him away, but he wouldn't 
go, and finally he made a great 
run and a tremendous leap and 
jumped up on one of the horses 
and rode him around and 
arourfd the ring, turning somer- 
saults on the horse’s back and 
shedding his clothes until] he 
stood there in spangled tights, 
young and handsome and the 
best rider of them all. 


It was a story to make a 
small boy’s eyes grow wide as 
my father told it, and the 
other night down at _ the 
Shrine Circus, which is play- 
ing at the Auditorium, I re- 
membered it again, for the 
same thing happened all over. 
And the small boy who was 
sitting beside me, who is very 
hard to fool when it comes to 
tricks on TV, got all excited 
and kept yelling to the man 
who was pretending to be 
drunk, “Get outa there silly, 
the horse is gonna sqwush 
you.” And I didn’t know 
whether or not to tell him 
that it was all an act. 


So I didn’t tell him him and 
now he has a great ambition. 
He wants to be the man in the 
circus who comes out pretend- 
ing to be drunk and then Jumps 
on the horses and surprises 
everybody by riding better than 
anybody else, and doing more 
tricks. 

Pretty soon the monkeys came 
out. They were very funny, for 
they were dressed up like cow- 
boys and were riding grey- 
hounds, and they chased a lit- 
tle stage coach pulled by dogs 
and driven by another monkey. 
And they were hilariously fun- 
ny to me for reasons that my 
son and his neighborhood play- 
mates would probably not ap- 
preciate. For the monkeys, 
dressed like cowboys, looked 
and acted remarkably like small 


boys dressed up in their Hop- 
along Cassidy suits with their 
hats coming down over the ears 
and their cap pistols slipping 
down over their slim hips al- 
most to their ankles. 

And now he knows what he 
wants Santa Claus to bring him 
for Christmas, He wants Santa 
to bring him a monkey that 
wears a cowboy suit and car- 
ries two cap pistols and rides 
a dog as if it was a cowpony. 
Except Santa does not have to 
bring a dog, for if we get the 
monkey with the cowboy suit, 
we can train his dog, Shim, to be 
the cowpony. Which is what he 
thinks. For his dog, Shim, is a 
very independent dog who 
probably would not take part in 
this sport at all. 

Later on the people on the 
flying trapeze came out and 
we were sitting so close to 
where they went up the ladder 
you could see the funny look of 
tension in their eyes and the lit- 
tle beads of nervous sweat that 
stood on the big muscles of their 
backs and shoulders. 

It was a thing of beautiful 
precision and timing, and now 
the small boy who was with me 
has got another burning am- 
bition, He does not want to be 
the man who comes out pre- 
tending to be drunk and then 
rides the horses so good. He 
wants to be the man who 
swings back and forth with his 
head down and catches the 
other man and the beautiful 
lady, as they fly through the 
air. 

But the thing that really 
thrilled him was right at the 
end when the act is over and 
the people on the trapezes turn 
loose and come down in great 
swoops, to land in the net and 
bounce to their feet and- then 
go off the net head over heels 
and stand on the ground bowing 
while the people thunder their 
applause. He does not want a 
monkey that wears a cowboy 
suit now. He wants a trapeze 
amd a net that he can put up in 
the back yard so that he can 
sail through the air and land in 
the net.

The little incidents in war are often more 
thrilling and inspiring than the victorious 
culmination of great campaigns. The advance 
on Atlanta in 1864 had been a nerve-racking 
experience for the Federals.

Any women who doesn’t keep’a jar or package of dried beef on 
hand passes up an emergency lifesaver. Most families like this 
modern version of an age-old meat, and any woman with a little 
creativeness can do a dozen appetizing things with it. 


DRIED BEEF ADDED with a spot of cream to fluffy, golden 
scrambled eggs dresses up Sunday brunch or pinch hits for a quickee 
supper. In either case, some fried potatoes on the side rounds out 
a meal that is mighty good eating. 


If schoolday lunches are your problem, some shredded dried 
beef added to the usual egg salad, cream cheese or peanut butter 
fillings helps a sandwich taste better. Or, if it is to be a hot lunch 
at home, creamed dried beef on baked potato will fill little Junior’s 
stomach to perfection. 


Family dinners take to this meat very well, especially when 
the larder is low, not to mentiodn finances. Four ounces of dried 
beef added to a macaroni and cheese casserole, a pan of Spanish 
rice, or some escalloped egg noodles ends up as a flavorful main 
dish.

3. It is next necessary to ana- 
lyze the shape of e@ach piece as 
it relates to your pattern or’new 
design, determine the grain lines 
of each piece and locate and 
mark discaogored spots or. worn, 
thin areas that will not be usable. 

4. You should also study 
methods of ripping, principally 
as to time involved, eye strain, 
perhaps that illusive quality, pa- 
tience, and need’ for conserving 
fabric. Maybe some cutting apart 
will be possible and will save 
you time.

Wedgwoods Visit Atlanta; 
Exhibit at High Museum

Hensleigh Cecil Wedgwood, of 
the famed ceramic industry 
family, Tuesday gave some in- 
teresting tidbits the ware 
which his’ ancestor, Josiah 
Wedgwood of England, made 
synonymous with flawless work- 


on 


manship and beauty. 

In fact, he gave some ideas 
to remember in home decorat- 
ing, a tip for collectors and data 
for those who like to delve into 
the background of pottery and 
pottery making. 

“Here in the South with your 
homes predominantly of the 
Eighteenth Century style, our 
Queen’s Ware is far more suit- 
able from a period standpoint 
than bone china. After all, bone 
china was not made until around 
1878. Jasperware, however, 
blends very well with the mod- 
ern type favored by so many,” 
he said, prior to his lecture at 
High Museum of Art, where a 
valuable Wedgwood exhibit is 
on display until Dec. 9. 

Pointing out some of the 
Wedgwood buttons, made pri- 
marily for ornamental wear, Mr. 
Wedgwood said that for a per- 
son anxious to begin a collec- 
tion as a hobby, buttons provide 
the lure, interest and charm 
which go hand in hand with any 
collecting. ‘“‘These buttons are 
rare, too,” he added, “and that 
gives them the extra incentive.” 
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There are three button de- 
signs now, one a rosette, one of 
a classical subject, and one of

Orig- 
inally made with figures in the 
nude, it was frowned upon by 
very Puritan-minded ladies in 
Philadelphia during the Revo- 
lutionary period. As the story 
goes, they refused to let any 
replica be used in their homes. 
The result was that in 1777 they 
were remodeled and “dressed” 
by William Hackwood. 

Because old Josiah Wedgwood 
received an order for a caudle 
service from Queen Charlotte, 
he christened this product 
Queen’s Ware. Today it is the 
most generaily used for 
tableware.
